The bank resolved on 5 -8 - 1943 that the staff should get dearness allowanco 
of 10 per cent of the basic pay. Shri Jani wais not given this allowance but 
was only given Rs . 25 us u specinl allowance. According to him , the annount 
due is Rs. 32 -8 per mengem . 

These aro the claims in the petition that lie lins filed . The bunk has opposed 
All of them . They Hily on the merits that he is not entitled to any increments 
As the agreement does not provide for the same and that what they gave as 
increments and special allowance was nerely by way of grace . They also 
contend that they rightly withheld interest on the sum of Rs 5 ,000 which they 
dobited guinst his security deposit. They have raised a further contention 
that as he is an officer and not a workman " the Act does not apply . 

To get over the technical objection thus raised Shri Dudhia who appeared 
for Shri Jani pointed out that under the agreemcut his client was in the pori 
tion of a contractor employing a large staff under him whose work he was to 
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bLipiemvise and whose fidelity he was lo guarantee and that he is not an officer 
of the bruk. The argument immhes the position worse for Sliri Jani. Il lis 
legal siatus is that of a mere coatinctor and not an employee of the bank , 
Hitler is officer or us workmill , he would not coinc within the scope of the 
Art at all.. But it be veis paid by the bank , and lias been enthisted with 
l emponsible duties, the dischage of which involves the exercise of judgment 
And discretion on his part, weire of opinion that he must be regarded as an 
officer of the bank und that his work , which is neither of a manual or clerical 
nature , is not that of a workman .

This cun rily be build to 1 :1140 un industrial dispute , 
und even if it could be so said it is cloar that no dispute has been raised by 
the l nion by the 13th June 1941), the date of the constitution of this Tribunal 
br Government. Thnt being mo , we must boll thut even though Shri Jani inay 
hrete dispute with his employers it is 110t an industrial dispute ay defined in 
ilie 401, and as such it is outside our prisdiction Wo, therefore , do not give 
AN ! Jirer. lions in this case . We wouli, however , juvite the attention of the 
buna io certain circiniytances in this case . 


It loc s 10t [ p ir to us to be just that Shri Jani should be deprived of his 
morenents for the yerzs 1948 and 1949 or the sum of Rs 97 -8 dur to him for 
intercst . The fact that lie was working under a special agreement did not 
stand in the way of his being put in the grade of Rs. 300 - - 30 _ - 400 and getting 
two in reinents is stated nireads The increments upport to have been kept 
in illance onls till the dispute 14 l equrds the sum of Rs. 5, 000 wny settled . 
After it wns amicably settled there was 10 reason why he should not huve 
uit the increinents for the year 1918 und 1949 (Rs. 240 and Rs. 480 respectively , 
I!! all his 720 ). Siinilurly under the settlement he hecaine liable only for half 
the lows , v / , lin . 2, 508 ) and he should get interest for the other Rs. 2, 500 , 
thie responsibility for which the bank took up and settiert . Wo hope that the 
baril. would be fuimninded and piy to Shri Jani what is due to him . He is 
not intitled to any dearness allon unce not only bocnuse the agreement does 
not provide for it but also because the letter appointing him says that he was 
to get his Salary without any allowances wliich may be payable to the other 
stift ; and it may also be noted thın he was getting a speciul allowince of 
Rs . 2,5 per mensein . 


CANARA BANK LIMITED . 


The complaint of Shri TT. Surendra Shenoi, & dismissed employve of the 
( murA Bank , Lul , wis as follows : Ile joined the bank in 1997 and came to 
Bomny in 1943 . There he took part in forming an Einployees Union . He 
wil t ansleired to Poona in November 1948 , und in August 1947 he was ordered 
to go to Karachi. He objected to the transfer and ultimately he was ordered 
to go to Nugpur , u period of 23 days out of the 28 days between the date on 
which he was relieved troin loont and the date when he was ordered to go 
to Nagpur being treatod as leave without pay. He went to Nagpur and again 
in April 1948 he was transferred to Mangalore . He went there and sent his 
travelling allowanch bill for R : 181, out of which he claimed Ps. 104- 8 as 
the Il class trai fare . The head office allowed him only lIf class railway 
fare , tis . 56 -5 . It has now been admitted that as his " personal pay " was 
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Rs. 150 per month he was eligible to travel by the second class . In ull pro 
bability , if the head office had not muce this mistake his whole travelling 
Allowance bill would have been passed . But this did not happen . After the 
hend office s ohjertion , Shri Shenoi wrote to the Geueral Manager saying that 
he had actually und to spend the amount he had billed for and he also pointed 
out that an employee drawing a 4ulary of Rs . 150 was entitled to travel by the 
second class . 1101 t them i inonth Inter, the Genernl Manager drew up pro 
c erdings (without knowledlying thic scriolis jnis lake committed by his hend 
officc ) in these terms 
" READ . Re . T . A , Bill dutel 8 - 1948 of Mr. U . Surendru Shenoi for 

journcy from Nagpur to Mangalore with orders thereull and his 

subsequent letter on ( ht saino subject. 
" The above employee claimed Rs. 104 - 9 for train fare at II class rates . 

On reliable information Is well as on the tenor of employee s own 
sub cquent letter, the General Manager apprehends that the 
employee actually travelled by a lower class and incurred far 
louer expenditure . The conduct of the employer and the atti 
tude taken up by him in his letter prima facie disclose a defect of 
character which in the opinion of the General Manager renders 
the employec unfit for service under the bank . The emlpoyee is 
therefore (nlled upon to submit within 3 days of receipt of these 
proceedings a full explanation of his conduct and to show cause 

why his sei vices should not be dispensed with . 
“ Pending the completion of the enqury into his concluct, the employec 

is placed under suspension with immediate effect. " 
Shui Shenoi thereupon give the following cxplanation : 
(1 ) that he had hud actually to spend the amount for which he had 

submitted the bill , i. c ., dis 131 (this insertion will made three 

times in his liutier ) ; 
(2 ) that under the rules he was entitled to Il closy fure ; 
(3 ) that it was not cleur to him how the " tenor " of his letter could 

make the General Manager apprehend that he had actually 

truvelled bv a lower class und incurred far lower expenditure " ; 
(4 ) that what had been stuted to be bused on " reliable information " was 

not true ; 
( 7) that he was unable to understand how " the attitude taken up by 

him " was found objectionable ; that his poor power of expression 
might have given rise to this impression ; if so , the " specific 
defective pagsago " might be pointed out so that he could correct 

himself in future ; 
(0 ) that the eleven years of his service had been characterised by 

sincerily , earnegtness and devotion to duty . 
Shri Shenoi also asked for some suspension allowance pointing out thut 
in Government service 20 per rent of the salary is given ; he asked for 50 per 
cent. Nothing was paid althouglı two reminders were sent. Ultimately he 
was obliged to take a loan from the Mangalore city office . 

The head office , on 9- 9- 1948 addressed the following questionnaire to him , 
asking him to reply within 3 days : - - 

" (1) When did you start from Nagpur and by which train ? 
(2 ) Did you break your journey from Nagpur to Madres at any place ? 

If so mention the place or places where you broke the journey and 
the period of your stay at such place or places and the date or 
dates of your starting from such place or places . 
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(8 ) Did you tatel from Vilppu to Midnits throughout by II ( 1155 
( 1) When did you start from Mnding nnd hy which trun ? 
(5 ) Did you break your journey from Murun to Mangalore at any place ? 

If so , inention the pluct or places wlicie you broke the jouney 
and the period of your wtuy it such place or places, and the dute 

or dates and the train which you started from such pluce or places. 
(6 ) Did you travel from Madras to Mangalore throughout by II class ? " 
Mr. Shenoi wrote in reply : 
" As I do not maintain x diary and also as I cannot recall the various 

particulars called for in the letter under reference at this 
distance of time I am unable to give definite answers to your 

qucations contained in the lotter as required by you . " 
A month later, on the 18th October 1948 , the General Manager, held pro 
ceeding recorded an undor 
" Mr U . Swendra Shenon s attention was pointedly drawn to the frot 

that in his explanation clated 11th August 1948 he had not stated 
the class by which he travelled from Nagpur to Mangulore , and 
he was asked in iny letter dated 9th September 1048 lo stato 
Catagorically whether he travelled by 2nd class . In his reply 
dated 17th Septeinber 1948 he says cyagively that he cannot 

recall the fuet , n wintement which cannot be believed at all . 
" The explanution dnted 11th August 1948 furnizlied by the minployee 

reach dong with lus letter dated 17th September 1948 is not satis 
factory and cannot be accepted . There cannot be any doubt that 
he 16 tually travelled by a lower clash , but waimed 2nd Cluss 
Rewry fare in his TA bill dated 8th June 19948 This conduct 
disclosem defect of lacter which lenders the employee unfit 
toi service under the bank His services may therefore be dis 

persed with 
" The papers will be subinitted to the Executive Comınittee of the 

Board of Directors for consideration And necessary action ." 
The order of dismissal in sought to be justified mainly on the ground that 
Shenoi actually travelled by an interior class from Nagpur to Mangalore but 
cluiincd travelling allowance us if he had travelled by the second class . This 
allegation is sought to be established on the following evidence : 
(1) he has nowhere specifically alleged that he travelled by tlie second 

class ; 
( 2 ) when lie was specifically ryked whether he had travelled (A ) troin 

Nagpur to Madras and (b ) from Madras to Mungalore by the ( I class, 
ho pretended that as he had not maintained a diary he could not 

recall the various particulars called for ; " und 
(3 ) other roliable evidence which had coine to the General Manager s 

knowledge . 
As to ( 1 ) the bill that Shui Shenoi preferred on the 8th June olearly stated 
that Rs. 104 -8 was on account of " train fare from Nagpur to Madres and Madras 
to Mangalore , " cloarly morning second class fare , and in his explanation dated 
the 11th August 1948 he said three times that he had to spend the amount for 
which he had subinitted the bill ; it does not appear to us that any clearer or 
more positive assertion was necessary . 

As to ( 2 ) Shri Shenoi appears to have felt that he was being subjected to 
an inquisition and most of the matters asked for would be such as he would 
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be unable to dopose to with precision in the absence of a written record . He 
seems to have also felt the futility of again making an assertion which was 
doubted by the General Manager and felt that the nature of the questions 
revealed a prejudice against him . Hence out of a feeling of disyuat and injured 
self-respect he seems to have declined to give specific answers to the questions, 

As to ( 8 ) the General Manager , who was present, was asked the source of 
the so - called " reliable information " . He said that it was an employce of the 
bank pamed 8 . Shripadrao , 110W al Boinbay . This employee was sent for and 
Shri Tilak for the bauk questioned hun . He said : 
" In 1048 Mr. Shenoi was transferred from Nagpur lo Mangalore . I was 

then at Nagpur . He wanted to travel by IT Olass ; he was trying 
to get a ticket through one of our clients . But he did not succeod . 
He went to purchaso lis ticket himself. I did not acuompany him 
to the station . I know nothing more . I do not know by what 
olans he actually went by train , Before leaving he said to mo 
that even if he did not get a II class ticket , he would procure an 

inter class ticket and go . ” 
This man s cvidence thus choras not support the allegation that Shri Shenoi 
travelled by an inferior class when he went to Mangaloro . In any case even 
if he did , he should have been told thint the General Manager hud questioned 
S . Shripadrao and he should have been informed of the evidence against him 
and given an opportunity to cross exuwing the witness , at Icast to say what 
he had to say on the evidence . But no inkling of what the source of the 
“ reliable inforination nas , or exactly what it amounted to , was given to him . 
This appears to be grossly infuir procedure and the order of dismissal cannot 
be allowed to stand . We understand that Shri Shenoi was fortunate enough 
to got another job , on about to sime pay , about two months after his dis 
missal, but that he is anxious to return to the service of the bank . For tho 
period of his suspcosion the bank has now allowed himn an allowance at the 
same rate as his salary . We direct that he shall he reinstated with offect from 
tho date of his dismissal but that he shall get his salary only in respect of the 
tour nonths immediately prior to his reinstatement, which shall be made 
within one month from the publication of this award . We further direct that 
the continuity of his service shall be maintained and that the usual provident 
fund contributions within the maximum permissible shall be allowed , and he 
shall also get any increments to which lie would have been entitled if he had 
been continuously in scrvice , on full pay , with any leave to which ho might 
have been entitled , throughout the entire period of his absence from the Bank 
since the date of his dismissa ), 

After the hearing was over Shri Tilah came and told the Tribunal thrit he 
had forgotten to raisc thc question of the Tribunal s jurisdiction , as Shri Shenoi 
had been an officer of the Canara Bank . There was 10 inkling of this point 
in the pleudings or othor documents filed before us, nor was there any evidence 
as to the nature of Shri Shenoi s duties , and nothing except that his pay had 
bech Rs. 150 per month on which the cluim that he had been an officer could 
be founded ; and as Shri Phadke had left the Chamber where the case had been 
heard Shri Tilak was told that the point could not be allowed to be taken at 
that stage.

This interim award in vecessitated owing to a mistake that has crept into 
Our Ward us to interim jeliel reluting to West Bengal Ministry of Labour s 
Notifortion No L11 - 2 ( 258 )I sluted the 26th December 1949 ). There the scales 
of puy cited as those in oprution in tho Bank of India since July 1916 have 
been wrongly quoted , thi octual scales in operation being more libera : than 
tlose . The concluviou renhed in that award that the ugreed scales of 1940 were 
" landoquate in the context of the situation which provnile lodav was not justi 
fied , and the pilor Incl to le corrected by thies igsuo of a corrigulduni. In the 
case of this bank , the lixchange Banks which did not follow the Bengal Chanıber 
of Commerre scheme a thic Central Bank of India , we directed that the 
clerical sinf should receive it dcarness allowance at the rate of 40 per rert, of 
the basic pay, with a viuinium of Rs .

Sen s award It scoms to us thrt if the mis 
tuke pointed out above loud no been connitted we should have piven somewhat 
different directions regarding the staff of the Bank of India ; for we find that the 
Acale of par existing in the Bank of India is appreciably more favourable to the 
clerical staff than that in evicience in the Central Bank of India In order to 
rectity the mistako in our directions consequent on the error of fact relerred to 
Abore we direct that with effort from the 1st June 1950 the lou $ c lent allowance 
payable to a clork by the Bank of India shall be so adjusted that his total emolu 
meutu oliul not exceed the cater of the following two, namely , the total conolu 
mnents ?» yithle to clarks in the Central Bank of India with similar yeurs of 
service and the tolal emoluments or would have received if the interim award 
of 31 - 12 - 19 hid not bec : in foreh . In order that there bo no hardship we direct 
that there will bo no refund of the house rent allowance in respect of the period 
fron the 1st June 1949 to the 31st May 1950 . 

We inleniled to incorporate our directions on this subject in our muin award 
on the genicial issues, but ue illc low ot opinion that the matter should not be 
kept pendin anr longer and chuvc, therefore, found it necessary to niekc this 
dward at this stage .
